ways the failure of the 1901 crop IB 
a great benefit to them, and It keeps 
the price of tobacco within reasonable 
bounds. 
The present rate of 
In- 


chease In the prices, paid to the pro- 
ducer by the dealer If kept up, would 
soon raise the price to such a notch 
that the local dealers cannot. afford 
to handle It. . 
A poor crop for a year or so'makes 


the farmers realize that It Is better 
to sell their tobacco for a fair price 
than It Is to hold Into It for 
high 


prices 
Every time during the last 


twenty 'years that a poor crop has 
been raised, the farmers have asked 
a big price for what they had,'and 
•have sold a year or two later at a 
big reduction on their flrst offer. 


Conservative buyers are not 
In- 


vesting In this year's crop as yet. The 
crop went through too 
much 
dry 


weather during the time It was being 
raised to be .flrst class, but the farm- 
ers are asck'lng first-class prices for 
it.In many cases crops were harvest- 
ed before they were ripe for fear of 
frost.
